|Important Amendments Made to 
| Alien Regulations by Federal 
Government 


OTTAWA, Aug. 16.—All aliens 
lenemy nationality over the age of 16 
| years are now required to register un- 
der the alien regulations. Previously 
the regulations required only aliens of 
l}enemy nationality of military age, and 
jhaving no permanent place of  resi- 
| dence or abode in Canada, to register.

Restrictions in U.S. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—Freedom 
of departure from this country of 
aliens by means of which a number of 
dangerous enemy agents have been 
able to escape from the authorities 
since the United States entered the 
| war, will not be permitted after Sep- 
tember 15, under a_ proclamation 
signed by President Wilson and an 
executive order, both of which were 
made public tonight by the state de- 
partment. 

No passports or permits will be re- 
quired. of persons going to Canada, 
except in the case of male persons of

An artificial assessment can 
only stand so long as everybody is | 
agreeable.
